expansion plans 


BELLE GLADE-City Commissioners gave 
tentative approval to proposed expansion of 
the U-Save Supermarket along Southeast. 
Avenue E Monday night. 

An ordinance adopted on first reading by the 
Commission gives approval for rezoning the 
property at 548-560 S.E. Ave. E from residen- 
tial to business. 

Remar Harvin, director of planning and com- 
münity development, said property owners in 
the affected area did not. voice any disapproval 
of the proposed rezoning. 

U-Save owner Roy Burch plans to expand 
the building which was damaged in an Oct. 2 
fire. 

Burch told the commission that’ he spoke 
with residents in the area and agreed to build a 
barrier, separating the business from adjacent 
homes. He'said they seemed to favor a Concrete 
Wallbarrier. '

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Self-insurance could save Glades General $1 million a year 


BELLE GLADE-Glades General Hospital's 
Board of Directors could save as much as $1 
million a year through a decision they expect. 
to make in a special méeting to be held this 
coming Monday evening. 

Hospital administrator Patrick Lennon in- 
formed the board Tuesday night, Nov. 26, thet 
by using sovereign immunity, the hospital 
would be able to set up a fund of $20,000 a 
month to provide payment of professional and 
general liability insurance claims. 

A second fund of $2,000-3,000 a month 
would also be established for legal expenses. 

Under this self-insurance plan, board 
members will decide, along with legal counsel, 
whether to settle claims gut-of-court or have 
them arbitrated in court.

Old city hall - 
is condemned, 
but not lost 


BELLE GLADE-City Hall has condemned Ci- 
ty Hall. 

No, you did not read wrong. Building inspec- 
tors, acting on orders from Remar Harvin, 
Belle Glade's director of planning-and com- 
muntiy development, went to City Hall Friday 
morning and placed a square red condemnation 
notice, effectively sealing thé building. 

The City Hall in question is the one at 824 
N.W. Ауе. D, where the legend over.the door of 
the crumbling ramshackle building identifies it 
as the city's original governmental building, 
dating back to 1929. 


The structure is now owned by Gary Со - 


gins, Harvin said, and has been used for the 
past several years as a rental unit. It has been 
too dangerous for habitation for some time, he

Farm bill moves closer to passage 


The U.S, Senate passed its version of a 1985 
farm bill.Saturday which includés a continua- 
tion of the sugar loan program vital to area 
sugar cane producers. 3 

Compromise between farm state Democrats 
and Senate Republican leaders on provisions to 
soften future income subsidy cuts ended a 
stalemate that had resulted in a five-day 
marathon session. 

The 61-28 vote, that included votes for the 
bill from both Florida Senators Lawton Chiles 
(D) and Paula Hawkins (R), culminated more 
than а month of often acrimonious debate. 

“We're very pleased with the Senate version 
of the farm bill,” said Florida Sugar Cane

County Judge Don -Adams sentenced 
Alvarez to pay a $3,000 fine and pay $1,787 in 
restitution to Lincoln National Life Insurance 
Co. and to serve two years' probation. 

Adams placed a stipulation on the sentence, 
saying probation would end when restitution 
was paid. He withheld adjudication to prevent 
giving Alvarez a felony record. 

Gallagher said five counts of the ad- 
ministrative chargés stem from claims alleged- 
ly made on five patients and constitute three 
violations each. The sixth count was for being 
charged and sentenced in the críminal action, 
for the total of 16 violations. 

Gallagher said fraudulent insurance claims 
make-up 20 percent of her department's case 
load involving dentists. 

“While it's not our biggest problem, it isn't 
an uncommon one. Dr. Alvarez is certainly not 
the first dentist accused of making false in- 
surance claims," she said.
